The Field of the Coming War. 
From the London Standard. 

Whoever takes up a map of Lower Egypt 
wiil be struck, on the first glance, by the pe- 
evliar appearance it presents. The name it 
bas borne for ages, The Deita of the Nile,“ 
suggests at once the Greek letter 4“ 
(Delta), the shape of which it su closely re- 
sembies 1 vou turn it south upwards with 
Cairo at the top or near the top of the figure, 
and this very look represents its character- 
istic in almost ali respects. The Black Delta 
is marked out on either hand by the sandy 
wasie which lies outside it, and from which 
it has been won by the fertilizing waters and 
mud of the great river to which it owes 
aiike its existence, its chief topograpn- 
ical features and its wealth. It is 
the two arms of the Nile which have 
formed the sides of the triangle as they pass 
into the sea. Practically, the line running 
from Port said by way of Ismailia to Suez, 
which marks the course of the canal, and 
eons itutes for us the most important feature 
in the whole country, lies outside, though a: 
one point it touches the extreme edge of this 
deita. The great river, nowever, to a large 
exient determises tbe value for us even of 
the canal; since, except With great difficulty 
and inconvenience, his passing through it, 
as well ar ali the pepulativo along its banks, 
which is necessary to maintain commerce aud 
facility of transit, and to keep the canai itself 
in proper order, depend for their supply of 
drinking water upon the “fresh water canal,“ 
which is drawn off from the Nile near Cairo, 
and, rusuing down to Ismailia, follows thence 
nea ly the same course as the salt canal to 
Suez. 

Our interests in Egypt, and, therefore, our 
military duties and necessities there, turn al- 
most whoiiy upon the defense of these two 


piace, or at least its preservation from the 
dorrors of water famine and consequent epi- 
demics, depends on the water Which is sup- 
piiea from the Nile. The Mahmoudieh Canal, 
which is drawn from the Niie neariy opposite 
Fouah, yields at Alexanuria the only fresh 
water which is avaiiabie in large quantity. 


Since the supply from this source ba. been in 


the hands of a rex ular water company the old 
welis of Alexandria bave been much negiect- 
ed, and at the best the water that is to be ob- 
tained from them is brackish in quality. For 
our troops and for the fleet, no doubt, a suffi. 
cient supply may be btained by condensers, 
but it would be imposs bie to leave the pu- 
lation of a great city without water. II is in 
every Way imporiagt to us to encourage the 
peaceadiy disposed to settle down under our 
rule, both to estabiish, at least, the com- 
mencement of a reign of order, and to meet 
the fanaticism which Arabi nas developed by 
false statements, in the only way it can be met 
by bringing home to large numbers of the 
people tbe Cuntrast between our actual doings 
and Arabi’s reports of them. As long, how- 
ever, a8 Arabi commanis the source of the 
Mahmoudieh Canal ali this is impossible. 
Sill, necessary as it is to us to master the 
river, in order that we may be able to use it 


bas sunk our ships aod been victorious 
against us. N 

The relations between Arabi and the Be- 
douins appear, at present to be uncertain. 
There bave been rumors of their opposing 
him from loyalty tothe Kbedive, and again, 
subsequent rumors of Arabi baving won 
them over. Whatever may he the case at 
present, unless history belies itself, we have 
every reason to expect that as soon as 4 hos- 
tile army sets foot on the shores of Egypt, 
Bedouin and Egyptian regulars will cordially 
unite against us. For it is well to remember 
that glorious as are thetraditions of the Eog 
lish army with regard to Egypt, we have 
there also met with some of or most terrbie 
disasters. Though in 1891-1802, the expedi- 
tion noder Sir Ralph Abe comoie turned the 
French outof Eg: pt, and the Iodian expedi- 
tion, under Sir David Baird, made a most 
successful march, first across the desert of 
Thebes and down the Nile through Upper 
Ezypt, and then to the, sea at Alexandria, 
again marching back across the desert of 
Suez; yet. 1807, we were obliged to retire 
with very severe loss from an attempt to take 
Rosetta. Neariy eight hundred men, who had 
expended all their amunition, were obliged 
to lav down their arms, and were marched 
into Cairo through roads lined with the beads 
of the Englishmen who bad fallen. In that 
case we bad calculated on the support of the 
Mameluke Beys, who deserted us, and witb 
our wonted error of despising our enemies, 
we bad landed in the country with only five 
thousand men.

A London Company to Go Into Exten- 
sive Business in the West.

The Federal Government Removes a 
Convict From the Prison.

M. E. Rodgers Details the Tortures, 
Brutalities and Extortions of 
the Guards. 


1 Disgraceful Story Indorsed by the Ac- 
tion of the Uaited States 
Authorities, 


O. C. Allen, U. 8. Marshal for the Western 
District of Missouri, arrived from Jefferson 
City this morning, accompanied by 
bis chief deputy, George G. Lohman, 
The Marshal has in charge a Federal prisoner 
named M. E. Rodgers, a postal eierk who 
as convicted of robbing the mails at Topeka 
Kas., and sentenced to the penitentiary for 
five years. He was confined at Jefferson City, 
where he has served two years and nearly 
seven months. Recently the United States 
authorities have discovered that Rodgers 
was being treated in an inhuman manner, 
As a eonsequence he was ordered transferred 
to the Penitentiary at Chester, II. The order 
of transfer states that the reason for removal 
is on account of ill-treatment in the Mis- 
souri Penitentiary.’’ Rodgers was taken to 
the Jail, where a Post-DisPpaTcH reporter, 
hearing of the case, cailed to see him. 
The prisoner is a young aad intelligent-iook- 
ing man, but seems terribly broken in heaith, 
which he ascribes to the treatment he re- 
eeived at the Penitentiary, which, as he says, 
teig sufficient to killany maa.” Asked about 
the particulars of his case, he said: 

„It would take me a day to give you an 
idea of how these fellows act towards the 
convicts. In my own case the facts were 
these. The food is always wretched, and it 
is as much as ahungry man can do to eat it. 
Some months ago, I Went to the dinner table, 
and the knife laid at my 
plate was full of refuse and Was 
really disgusting. I knew nothing about the 
ruſes of the place, but the cusiow was, when 
a knife was dirty in that way, to hoid it up sv 
the guard could seeitand he would have it 
changed. I held up my Kaife aad the guard 
came and tovk it away, bringing me another. 
The next evening at supper the spoon fur- 
hished me was even more disgusting in con- 
dition, being covered with refuse and fiith. 
Iheld it up, as usual, to have it removed, 
when the guard came up to me and said: 

“You go to the biind cell, you do.“ 

But this spoon is not fit for a man to use,” 


- said 1. 


“You go to the blind cell,“ said the guard. 

„But J cannot eat with such a thiag as 
this.” 

‘You go to the black cell,“ said he; and I 
went, 

„Who was the guard?“ asked the reporter. 

„His name was Hackney. They called him 
Gen. Hackney. The rule was that you had to 
give a gur ten cents or à quarter a week, and 
he saw that you got clean utensils to eat 


with. Idid not do this, not because I had 
not the money, but because I would 
not submit to this petty extortion. 
So they had it in for me. 


They marched me off to the blind ceil and 
kept me there an hour. Then they took me 
out and brought me between the gates.“ 

‘Where is that?“ asked the reporter. 

„It is a place near the main gates where 
the flogging is done. That's where they take 
men at night to flog chem. 
Well, they took me out there, aud when I got 
inI found Deputy Warden Bradbury and 
Deputy Todd there. They took off my shirt, 
and without a word they flogged me severely 
on the bare back. The ouiy charge agains! 
me was that I had held up a very diriy spoon 
to get it changed, aod that I would not pay 
the bribe necessary to secure the change. 
They seni me back to my cell with my vack 
lacerated and bleeding. I was indignant 01 
course. Isat down and wrote a letter te 
United States Marshal Allen, stating the case 
to him. Tuen Bradbury sent for me and asked 
me what was in the letter. I told him 
that it was very important to me, 
and he bad to send it to Mr. Alien, 
The latter came to see me, and after I had 
made my statement to him, we consulted with 
Bradbury and said that he would report the 
case to the Department of Justice at Wasb- 
ington. He did so, and Mr. Haight was seni 
out from Washington to investigate the case. 
I showed my lacerated back to Mr. Allen and 
he was satisfied that 1 had been badly treated 
Haight gave me my chuive of being removed 
to IIlinois or Detroit. I selected the latter, 
and when be came back on the 13ih of June, I 
told him that I was anxious to be removed, 


inasmuch as they had it in for me, 
and anybody who stood up for 
his rights had no show with them. 


So Mr. Allen brought me down here this 
morning. There was some troub.e about 
catching the train and Itold Mr. Alien that [ 
would walk to Chester rather than go back to 
that place.“ 

„Is the treatment really so cruelin many 
cases?’ 

It is so bad that you would not believe it 
HI could tell you aH. Whlie I was in the 
Penitentiary I read in the Post- 
DISPATCH Une account of the killing of Guy 
Stauton in tbe Penitentiary last . 
That Was nothing but au murder. ‘here «as 
arumor that an outbreak was to occur 
in the Penitentiary. A convict stated that 
Stanton was one of the leaders. I kuow 
and everybody knew that he had nothing to 
do witn it at all. Nevertheiess they took 
him and gave him ‘reventy-five’—iashes, I 
mean. His back was most horriby mangied 
and torn. When they began to suspect his 
connection with the outbreak they put him in 
the blind cell, which did not 
contain a singie article of tur- 
niture, He stayed there, without food or 
water, fortwo jays, He had frequently said 
that he would rather be killed chau flogged 
again. In some way he gota knife io the dark 
ceil, Oa the third day the guards went down 
and asked him to gome out. Stanton replied 
that he would rather be dead 
than be flogaed again. Then the 
guards went in aud heated big iron poles, 
which they use on such occasions. The 
brought these things in, one at a time, re 
hot, and plunged them at him through the 
bars of his cell. I was in the cell just over 
him and you could hear him roar ali over the 
cell hause. When one iron was cool they

Goid Dust, arrived at the wharf 
last evening a cordon of police 
kept back the curious crowd while 
the injured were removed in the 


city ambulances which were in waiting 
on the Levee. Capt. McCord, of the Gola 
Dust, was seen shortly after his 
arrival. At the time of the _ explo- 
sion hs was in .his cabin and was 
rendered unconscious by the shock. He was 
carried in this state tothe hotel. He knew 
nothing of the dreadful scene that followed. 
MISS NELLIE COFFEE, 
the heroine of the disaster, was seen this 
morning at her residence, 3217 Kittenreiner 
avenue. When the reporter evtered the whole 
famiiy where in the parlor, where Dr. Robert 


„ Hill was dressing the scalded hands 
of Mr. James Coffee, Miss Coffee's 
brother, a victim of the disaster. 


Miss Coffee is as modest as she is brave, 
and she was very loth to talk about the mat- 
ter for publication. Onthe way up she has 
been the constant nurse of 
the wounded, never resilng one 
moment, day or night, when ber services 
were required. She received quive an ova- 
tion on her arrival at the wharf yesterday. 
She and her brother were on a visit to a sis -

Mise Coffee said: J was in my state roow 
when I heard the noise. I knew what had 
happened. I made my toilet as quickly as 
I could. Papa says 1 did not forget to look 
in the glass, but did.

the sh ck. TbhenJcame out and the sight 
wasterrible. The cabin was strewn witb 
corpses and people mangled in every way. 
They were groaning and crying for water, 
but there was none to give them. The first 


thing I did was to look

Wall street, 
with Rufus Hatch at the head, is said to be 
bulnog the corn market, having most of the 
contracts for three months in their hands, 
(his is particularly the case with August, 
Which is ssid to be hard and fast in their 
clatehes. Iu St. Louis the shortage for this 
month is said to be considerable, but 
no fear is entertained of a squeeze, 
though if Chicago advances there wii] un- 
doubtedly be higher prices here, The same will 
probably be the case with the two following 
options, though the lives out for September 
and October are not large. November is 
heavily oversold here and trading in the year 
bas been heavy enough to lead gome te sup- 
pose that a large number of contracts are out. 
This is probably #0, but these contracts are 
scattered around so that there is no one firm 
that is “long” or “short” to any great 
amouat. Chicago and the Northwest have 
been the principal buyers of the year option, 
avathe South, especially Texas, Tennessee 
and Kentucky, the principal sellers.

GRAND UNION HOTEL, SaRaToOGa, August 
6 Saratoga. which boaste a resident popu- 
istion of 11,000 people, is now swarming with

His bank deposits have been known 
to be as large as $90,000. He bas never inher- 
ited money. He never had money until it 
began to pour in suddenly upon him seven 
yearsago. He is only 29 years of age. He is 
not to-day engagedin any known business 
which yields an income, yet his wealth is va- 
riously estimated at from $250,000 to 
$500,000. Where then, ask his 
neighbors, do his riches come from? 

here can no longer be any doubt that Wil- 
son’s money comes direct from Mr. Philip L. 
Moen, of Worcester. All the deposits made vy 
him in the Biackstone National Bank were of 
checks drawn by casbiers of Worcester banks, 
indorsed by Philip L. Moen, and made traus- 
ferable to Wilson. On such checks the de- 
posits in this bank alone have amounted to 
upward of $200,000. Ali told it is estimated 
that Wilson must have received from this 
source in the last three years $300,000.

Some Craniology.

We have noticed a psaragrapo going the 
rounds of the press—one of tnose paragraphs 
which appear and disappear alternately, re- 
surrected at regular intervals by editors of 
“patent outsids’’—which calls for refutation. 
We refer tothe little statement ip dircu a- 
tion regarding the enormous dimensious of 
the brain of Napoleon Bonaparte. 

The fact is that the majority of readers 
in Americaand Furope have been deceived 
by this tradition regarding the great Corsi- 


can’s Cuvieresque brain. Even Vic- 
tor Hugo was deceived by it when 
he wrote the famous lines about 


that “prodigious brow, that skull shaped io 
the mold of the imperial globe!“ Tradition 
begotten by enthusiasm, exaggerated by ad- 
miration, has made Napoieon an intellectual 
giant, and magnified the size of his brain be- 

ond all reasonable dimeasions. But this 
— has been fully expioded within late 
years by M. Louis Peysse, a French physiolo- 
gist of nove aud a brilliant writer upon posl- 
tive topics, 

What is really striking in the skull of 
Napoleon,“ says the writer, “is the smallness 
of the skull. Compared with the busts by 
Canova, and especialy by Chaudet, the real 
head looks mean, because the sculptors have 
enormously exaggerated the frontal region.“ 

Although very well proportioved there was 
nothing remarkable about it. The circum- 
ference (20 inches 10 lines, old French meas - 
ure) Wasacommon one—if anything, below 
the average of aduits rather than above it. 
The frontal angle was very common. It did 
not really exceed 75 degrees, but the artists 
make an exaggeration of 15 degrees in me- 
dallions and busts. Finally, according to the 
phrenoilogical system of Spurzbeim, the only 
organ remarkably developed in the skull was 
that of dissimulation, if we can believe the 
repost of Dr. Antomarchi, 0 

tis quite true that cranial capacity in- 
creases in proportion to the inteileciual de- 
velopment of races. There are remarkabie 
differences between skulls of the tweifth aud 
skulis of the nineteenth centuries. Our 
cranial capacity is lager than that of the 
men of five bundrad years ago in Occidentai 
Europe—aithough not perhaps larger than 
those of the splendid races which founded 
tne antique civilization. Dr. Broca’s statis- 
tics upon the subject are curious, although 
relating to France especially. Cuvier and 
Byron had remarkably large trains; but al- 
though weight of brains may be taken as an 
on of intellectual ower when 
national averages are compared, it affords ne 
trustworthy index of individual superiority 
of intellect. Idiots have had brains as large 
as Byron’s, and a famous murderer who died 
upon the scaffoid in recent years possessed a 
skull ca ty almost capable of containing 
the vast brain of Cuvier. A surer index is 
the number and complexity of the cerebra 
circumvolutions; increasing the quantity of 
gray substance by their number and length, 
they increase also the mental faculties under 
normal circumstances. What the precise 
character of Napoleon’s brain was we do not 
know, nor bave We any means Of ascertain- 
ing at this but the story regarding its 
extraordinary size is purely imaginary.
